Health Problem 


Birth Rate For 1951 
Highest In History 
LANSING— (JP) —Michigan is 
winding up 1951 with 
a 
good 
health record but faces 1952 with 
new health problems. 
This was the judgement of the 
state health departm ent today. 
The departm ent said the ending 
year saw the state’s highest birth 
rate, and the lowest death rate in 
history. Some 170,000 babies were 
born and the death rate was nine 
persons in 1,000. 
The girl babies have a life ex­ 
pectancy of 72 years and the boys 
66 years, the longest life expect­ 
ancy the state has known. 
The departm ent reported there 
were no epidemics of serious com­ 
municable 
disease 
during 
the 
y&r- 
, 
’ifty-one local health depart­ 
ments were functioning during the 
year. Their activities covered 92 
per cent of the state’s people. 
On the other side of the ledger, 
the departm ent said an over-all 21 
per cent in population called for 
expanded health services. 
The num ber of children under IO 
has increased 53 per cent, the la­ 
bor force is up 17 per cent, the 
number of old people is up 37 per 
cent and the population is shift­ 
ing to suburban areas. 
These call for increased health 
services to children and the aged, 
increased prevention of occupa­ 
tional disease, and increased sani­ 
tation services, 
the 
departm ent 
said. 
Tuberculosis is declining, the de­ 
partment reported, but it is still 
the state’s most expensive com­ 
municable disease. It caused two 
out of three deaths due to com­ 
municable disease during the year.

From Seized Firm 


Donald C. Cook, former Esca­ 
naba resident and former 
alien 
property custodian of the federal 
government, Washington; D. C., is 
one of five men formerly connect­ 
ed with the alien property cus­ 
todian's office who have collected 
a total of $292,618 from a com­ 
pany the office is operating, ac­ 
cording to a story published in the 
Chicago Tribune. 
The 
Tribune 
quoted Harold I. B. Baynton, pres­ 
ent alien property custodian, 
as 
authority for the story. 
Excerpts from the Tribune story 
follow: 
“The company is the Schering 
corporation of Bloomfield. N. J., 
manufacturer 
of 
endocrine and 
pharmaceutical preparations, in­ 
cluding hormones. The firm, which 
was German owned, was seized by 
the government at the beginning 
of the war. 
“Payments to the five were list­ 
ed by Baynton in reply to the de­ 
mand of Sen. Wiley (R., Wis.) for 
financial data on the companies 
the alien property office is admin­ 
istering. 
Wiley has charged the 
office with operating as a ‘super 
gravy train' for New Deal favor­ 
ites. 
“Baynton 
reported these pay­ 
ments: 
“Donald C. Cook, former alien 
property custodian, $984 in direc­ 
tors’ fees in 1947 through 1949 and 
an undisclosed share of $38,636 
the company paid his law firm in 
legal fees in the Same period. The 
law firm was Cook Sc Berger of 
Washington, organized after Cook 
left the custodian's office and now 
dissolved. 
“Cook is now vice chairman of 
the securities and exchange com­ 
mission and chief counsel to the 
Senate armed services prepared­ 
ness subcommittee. 
“Raoul Berger, who was Cook’s 
partner in the law firm, an undis­ 
closed share of the $38,636 the 
firm was paid, plus $8,181 in legal 
fees collected in 1949 and 1950, 
after dissolution of the firm. 
“Berger 
was formerly general 
counsel to Leo Crowley, first alien 
property custodian of World War 
II. 
“Robert E. Waterman, $182,482 
in salaries and expenses as vice 
president of the firm since 1944. 
He was formerly a consultant to 
Crowley when Crowley was cus­ 
todian, working when needed at 
$3.93 an hour. 
“Irving Jurow . $56,942 in sal­ 
aries and expenses since becoming 
general counsel for Schering in 
1948. He worked for the custod­ 
ian’s office in 1942 ad 1943.

Low Air Coach Fares 
Mark Milestone 
A 
long time back the Civil Aeronautics 
Board told major airlines it would 
make a major pronouncement next March 
I on the future of air coach tourist fare 
service within the United States. 
The CAB has, however, tipped its hand 
on this by issuing an appeal now that the 
lines sharply expand their coach service 
and cut fares below the present SHO one­ 
way tran-continent a1 rates. 
The language used in this plea makes it 
unmistakably clear that the board is con­ 
vinced of the economic soundness of low- 
fare flights and believes they should be 
a permanent part of the aviation pciture. 
Three airlines already have responded 
by filing for lower fares from New York to 
Miami and New York to the Pacific coast. 
The continent-wide trips would be slashed 
from $110 to $99, possibly $88 from East 
to West, if these requests should be grant­ 
ed. 
Not all the big lines have been heard 
from, but at least one other is known to 
be eager to expand its tourist trade and 
will probably go along with the cuts pro­ 
posed. 
Up until these developments, air coach 
activities were officially temporary, pend­ 
ing CAB’S analysis of the wisdom of the 
policy. 
The big question, of course, was 
whether the lower rates would actually tap 
a new* market of travelers or merely take 
business away from the higher cost first- 
class flights. The evidence indicates the 
former. First-class flights have upped their 
volum e w hile the tourist service was build­ 
ing. 
Beyond any doubt this is a milestone in 
the history of American civil aviation. At 
a tim e when costs are rising 
on 
every 
hand, 
xvhen various competing modes of 
transportation are hare1 put to make ends 
meet, the commercial airlines have found 
it possible to offer reasonably good service 
at reduced prices. 
The frills are missing— no meals aloft, 
one stewardess instead of two, less elbow 
room. But the flights are more and more 
being made in the beet and fastest planes. 
All the patron loses is luxury. 
By now the advantages of this kind of 
♦bing have been so often dw elt upon they 
need not be reviewed in detail. 
Suffice it to say that wider travel for 
many more people will now be possible. 
Flying speed is a crucial elem ent to a man 
with little vacation time. When the price 
of going from New York to California sud­ 
denly comes within his pocketbook range, 
a whole new' world has opened for him. 
The domestic airlines are to be congratu­ 
lated for their readiness to take the risks 
involved in the air-coach experiment, as 
are Pan American Airways and TWA and 
the foreign airlines for at last getting to­ 
gether on an arrangement for overseas 
tourist service. 
If only the business news read like this 
more often!

God and man. There is only a moving for­

realization of the 
Christian brotherhood of men. 
There is no acknowledgement that the 
devices of tyranny can serve even momen­ 
tarily as weapons advancing man’s cause. 
There is only endless insistency that Chris­ 
tian morality be our staff and guide in the 
grinding struggle upward to a more re­ 
w a x in g spiritual life for humankind. 
Let 
our 
observance of Christmas in 
troubled 1951 tell once more of the deep 
faith we have in the rightness 
of

cause. Let it speak our denial that any oth­ 
er path is worth treading for even a fleet­ 
ing second of human*history.

Merry-Go-Round 


Bv DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — The inside story can 
now be told of how an honest Chinese gen­ 
eral. P. T. Mow. fought but failed to clean 
up corruption inside Chiang 
Kai-shek’s 
government, and how he has now been re­ 
buffed for his pains by U .S. Judge James 
Kirkland. 
Gen. Mow laid documentary evidence 
before Madame Chiang that made her lit­ 
erally sick at the stomach. Later she tried 
to get her husband, the generalissimo, to 
listen to the evidence, but he walked out. 
refusing to listen. Finally, Madame Chiang 
tricked him into taking an automobile ride 
with her and unfolded the 
whole 
story 
while she had him cornered in the back 
seat. 
The 
guilty 
finger pointed straight at 
Chiang’s top general, C. J. Chou, who was 
caught transferring $456,926.02 of govern­ 
ment funds into a fictitious, private bank 
account, whose only interest was skimming 
off fat fees. Needless to say, these misused 
funds came indirectly from the American 
taxpayers who have been putting up the 
dough to keep Chiang’s government oper­ 
ating. 
Though the generalissimo promised his' 
wife to clean house, he ended up firing not 
the embezzler, General Chou, but the man 
who exposed him, General Mow. However, 
Mow refused to vacate his post in Wash­ 
ington and carried his fight to the Amer­ 
ican courts. 
Meanwhile. Mow has dictated his story 
in his own words in case it may be needed 
in the legal proceedings. Though his state­ 
ment hasn’t been published, this column 
has obtained a copy. 
In 
simple, 
straightforward 
language. 
Mow tells how he made a special trip to 
Formosa in October, 4950, with document­ 
ary proof that General Chou had been em­ 
bezzling government funds 
and 
fleecing 
the American taxpayers. He finally got an 
audience with Madame Chiang on Novem­ 
ber 2, and showed her the documents over 
the supper table. 
SHE TURNED SICK 
“She was so sick to learn about all those 
things that she even had an upset stom­ 
ach,” Mow reports. “Then I proposed to 
stop talking about them, but she was very 
anxious to know the whole picture, so she 
insisted that I finish the whole case. 
In 
conclusion, she told me that during Chung­ 
king time, the generalissimo was going to 
prosecute General Chou. She didn’t tell mc 
the cause, but she indicated that she had 
rendered a hand to General Chou and fi­ 
nally the case was not enforced. After she 
learned what I told her with documentary 
proof, she regretted what she had done be­ 
fore for General Chou.” 
On November ll, Mow confronted Gen­ 
eral Chou, himself. 
“The first thing he said was that he did 
not till'k there was any necessity to inves­ 
tigate further,” Mow recalls. 
“ It would 
only waste time and manpower, and he 
said he wanted Colonel 
Hsiang 
(Mow’s 
aide) to be back in Formosa right away. 
“Chou,” Gen. Mow continued, “said he 
is the commanding chief of the Chinese 
air force, and he has the power to order 
anyone under his command to do anything 
he wants. In fact, Hsiang had exposed the 
gasoline deal to the commerce department 
of the United States. He must have been a 
Communist. I told (Chou) that if the one 
who tried to stop the corruption was a 
Communist, then that would be the man 
who tried to graft and deceive the govern­ 
ment and lower the prestige of our re­ 
formed government. I walked out.” 
TAKEN FOR A RIDE 
Meanwhile, 
Madame Chiang arranged 
for Mow to present his case personally to 
the generalissimo. 
“She told me that after I left,’ Mow re­ 
counts. “She asked the generalissimo for a 
ride in a car and she said she used that 
opportunity to present the case that I had 
told her to him. She said after she learned 
from me on November 2 of all those things, 
she had tried to present to the generalissi­ 
mo, but he always walked away from her. 
She said that when she had him in the car. 
he could not walk away, so she used that 
hour-long drive to present the 
case 
to 
him.” 
The result was that Mow was invited to 
breakfast with Chiang Kai-shek. 
“After we sat down,” Mow relates, “he 
said, ‘You are very sharp.’. . I only wanted 
to do my duty to help the country and to 
bring up the confidence of our people so 
we could go back to the mainland. 
“ ‘I didn’t understand what you meant 
that I was sharp,’ 
Gen. Mow continued. 
“He changed the remark right away and 
said. ‘You are very capable.’ I told him, 
‘My parents, my brothers, and my elder 
son are all here in the service. They all 
want to do their part, so in some future 
days that we can go back to the main­ 
land.’ ”

NOMINATIONS ARE IN ORDER 
Already though far ahead of time, hats 
have been thrown into the ring for the 1952 
elections, so it may be in order to look at 
some of the terms that will be repeatedly 
heard through the forthcoming months.

Roosevelt in announcing his candidacy tot 
the presidency. That would have been in 
1912. “Teddy,” as he was popularly called, 
is supposed to have picked up the expres­ 
sion in the West, where “it was customarx 
for men to volunteer to enter a boxing or 
wrestling match by throwing their hats in­ 
to the ring.” 
Human 
nature hasn t changed much 
and. just as in these days, a 
man 
who 
w’anted office did just as one does no#, 
and went around wherever he could find 
an audience in order to tell what a good 
and fine man he believed Himself to be. 
This going around by a candidate was call­ 
ed “ambitio” by the Romans from “ambio.” 
to go around or about; it was the start of 
our word "ambition,” though we do not 
use it in the original Roman sense. 
But the Roman who aspired for public- 
office did not content himself by merely 
telling how good he was: he dressed the 
part also. That is he arrayed himself in a 
spotless white toga, so purely white that it 
fairly glistened in the sunlight. The intent 
was, of course, to indicate that its wearer 
was just as pure and spotless as the tog.. 
And it was from this dazzling white robe 
that our word “candidate” was derived, 
because “candidus” meant “of a glistening 
dazzling white.” 
Our word “candid” is 
from the same source.

Better Service 
For Freighters 
Probably no instrument in the 
pilot house of Great Lakes freight­ 
ers performs a greates service than 
the radiotelephone, enabling ship- 
to-ship and ship-to-shore commu­ 
nication. Now, after 
months 
of 
study by its electronics committee 
Lake Carriers' Association is pre­ 
paring to improve this facility by 
recommending installation of 8- 
ehannel 
very 
high 
frequency 
(VHF) sets. 
Specifically, the Association, pi­ 
oneer of radiotelephony on lake 
ships, 
recommends 
that 
some 
thirty VHF sets now available be 
installed on vessels enrolled in 
the system m a / be given adequate 
trial. Already about 19 have been 
ordered by fleets and m any are 
now installed. 
Present Channels Burdened 
The decision was prompted by 
several considerations, pointed out 
by Dr. C. M. Jansky, of Jansky & 
Bailey, Washington, D. C., elect­ 
ronics consultant for the associa­ 
tion, Among these were: 
1. Present communications 
fa­ 
cilities in the medium frequency- 
high frequency system are over­ 
burdened with traffic. Whereas, in 
1989 there were less than 200 U. S. 
and Canadian vessels equipped for 
radiotelephony, today 
there 
are 
more than 1250 so equipped. Fur­ 
thermore, one much-used channel, 
2182 
kc, 
popularly 
known 
as 
“Channel 51,” formerly designated 
exclusively for the Great Lakes, 
in 1947 was designated for world­ 
wide use as a safety-calling chan­ 
nel and this will cause more and 
more interferece in the lakes. 
2. There is little likelihood of 
additional channels in these fre­ 
quencies being assigned 
to 
the 
lakes, so most logical relief is in­ 
dicated by diverting as much lake 
communications traffic as possible 
lo very high frequency channels. 
Several of these new channels 
have already been assigned to the 
lakes by the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission. 
I. About 75 per cent of commu­ 
nications traffic on the lakes is 
within a sixty mile range, to which 
VHF is particularly adapted, sixty 
miles ship-to-shore and 40 miles 
ship-to-ship. Thus, increasing use 
of VHF should greatly ease the 
burden on present channels and 
improve the efficiency of the en­ 
tire system on the lakes. 
Today’s radiotelephony on the 
Great Lakes serves three im port­ 
ant functions; (I) it provides the 
eommunication 
necessary 
for 
handling distress situations, (2) it 
is a navigational system provid­ 
ing for the exchange of naviga 
tional information 
between 
tlje 
Coast Guard, for safety broadcasts 
and for the dissemination of wea­ 
ther and storm information, and 
(3) it is a business communica­ 
tion system providing for direct

between

Electric Power Use 
Reveals Huge Gains 


By WILLIAM J. DUCHAINE 
Paper and machinery industries in Delta county op­ 
erated at full capacity during the past year, and are ex­ 
pected to continue in full production in 1952. 
Soft spots appeared in veneer, plywood, furniture 
and other woodworking industries during the year. In­ 
ventories are low, however, and a pickup in manufactur­ 
ing activity is forecast for next year. 
The loss of a major industry, the Bay de Noquet 
Company after 70 years of lumbering operations, was 
offset by the purchase of the entire town of Nahnia by 
the American Playground Device company of Anderson, 
Ind. 
The new owner will establish a branch factory 
there; also promote resort development. 
Shipments of iron ore from Escanaba totaled 
6,544,259 tons in 195.1, setting an all-time record for the 
C&NW railway here. 
Reflecting the growth of industrial and business 
activity and the increased use of electrical appliances in 
Delta county was the report of the Upper Michigan 
Power and Light company, showing it furnished 41 mil­ 
lion k.w.h. of “firm power” in 1951 as compared to 21 
million k.w.h. in 1947. 
Delta county tourist business was spotty. Volume of 
travel was about equal to last year’s, but'tourists were 
spending less, staying fewer days in the area, and more 
of them were camping out at state and county parks. 
Escanaba merchants, however, reported a good conven­ 
tion business. 
Retail sales in the county for the first nine months 
of 1951 totaled $24,072,100 as compared to $21,864,400 
for the corresponding period in 1950.

Local conditions pretty well reflect what is going on in 
the factories and shops throughout America. 
Industries engaged in either “defense or essential” busi­ 
ness, like the Escanaba Paper company and Harnischfeger 
corporation, enjoyed brisk ac-? 
tivity throughout the year 
and are optimistic over the 
c o m i n g year’s prospects. 
There was a letdown 
this 
fall, 
however, in some of the furniture 
and other wood-working 
indus­ 
tries. 
<00 At Harnischfeger 
Escanaba’s 
postwar-established 
industry, the Harnischfeger cor­ 
poration, now leads in the num­ 
ber of persons employed, with a 
total of about 600 in 
its 
truck 
crane and welder plants. 
Howard Timms, general mana­ 
ger of the Escanaba operations, re­ 
ports a heavy schedule of orders 
for truck cranes, with some 
of 
the units classified 
as 
defense 
production. 
The copper shortage 
has hindered contemplated expan­ 
sion of welder plant operations. 
Paper Business Good 
The Escanaba Paper company, 
with a force of 300 and an annual 
payroll of more than $2,000,000, 
has maintained steady operation 
throughout the 
year. 
Prospects 
are bright for 1952. 
“The paper business as a whole 
has not been affected by the re­ 
cent slump in the soft goods mar­ 
ket,” said Ernest G. Bennett, gen­ 
eral manager. 
“Some paper lines 
are off, but depand for machine- 
coated and groundwood offset pa­ 
pers, such as those produced at 
the Escanaba mill, has continued 
to be good.”

Paper and machinery industries in Delta county op­ 
erated at full capacity during the past year, and are ex­ 
pected to continue in full production in 1952. 
Soft spots appeared in veneer, plywood, furniture 
and other woodworking industries during the year. In­ 
ventories are low, however, and a pickup in manufactur­ 
ing activity is forecast for next year. 
The loss of a major industry, the Bay de Noquet 
Company after 70 years of lumbering operations, was 
offset by the purchase of the entire town of Nahma by 
the American Playground Device company of Anderson, 
Ind. 
The new owner will establish a branch factory 
there; also promote resort development. 
Shipments of iron ore from Escanaba totaled 
6,544,259 tons in 1951, setting an all-time record for the 
C&NW railway here. 
Reflecting the growth of industrial and business 
activity and the increased use of electrical appliances in 
Delta county was the report of the Upper Michigan 
Power and Light company, showing it furnished 41 mil­ 
lion k.w.h. of “firm power” in 1951 as compared to 21 
million k.w.h. in 1947. 
Delta county tourist business was spotty. Volume of 
travel was about equal to last year’s, but'tourists were 
spending less, staying fewer days in the area, and more 
of them were camping out at state and county parks. 
Escanaba merchants, however, reported a good conven­ 
tion business. 
Retail sales in the county for the first nine months 
of 1951 totaled $24,072,100 as compared to $21,864,400 
for the corresponding period in 1950.

Local conditions pretty well reflect what is going on in 
the factories and shops throughout America.

Driscoll, vice president and gen­ 
eral manager of the power com­ 
pany, jubilantly.

Expansion

A narrow curriculum devoted 
almost 
entirely 
to

training with little concern

and 
stimulation of their creative p ow ­ 
ers. 
Promotion was strictly on the 
basis of intellectual performance 
This means double promotion for j 
some pupils and failure for others. 
The ruthlessness of that policy 
is shown by school 
reports. 
In 
1898 in Milwaukee 62 per cent of 
all pupils were 
grades 
kinder­ 
garten to three inclusive. In 1941 
the percentage in 
these 
grades 
was 36.

The need 
for 
smaller 
class­ 
rooms is recognized, though the 
goal of from 
25-30 
pupils 
per 
class is not 
yet 
achieved. 
In 
many crowded class rooms today 
pupils pay the toll, but we want 
smaller classes 
and 
work 
con­ 
stantly in that direction. 
Continuous 
progress 
through 
schools is sought with 
progress 
based on maturities rather 
than 
intellectual skill. Teachers try to 
take care of individual differences 
so as tc give each child the edu­ 
cational fare that suits him best. 
Teaching 
procedures 
call 
for 
purposeful meanings and 
activi­ 
ties. Pupils retain what they learn 
much better if the learning pro­ 
cedures are meaningful. 
The facts are on the side of to­ 
day’s schools. 
Arithmetic 
tests 
given to ninth grade 
pupils 
in 
Springfield, M ass., in 1845 
were 
administered to Minneapolis 
8th 
graders in 1926. The per cent of 
co. lect answers in 1845 was 29.4 
as compared to 67.1 in 1948. 
Thousands of tests given by the 
University of Chicago all ovei the 
country indicate that children in 
the sixth grade now do about as 
well as did children in 
the 
8th 
grade 25 years ago. 
Th 
evidence is quite clear that 
today’s schools are doing a better 
job, not only in 
teaching 
the 
three “ R”s, but in teaching the 
concomitant 
learnings such 
as 
citizenship, responsibility,

tesy and integrity.

where it was cut down in October, 
bound up with hundreds of feet ot 
rope to preserve the branches, and 
stored away to be shipped about 
the middle of November. Marshall 
Fields alw ays advertise that they 
have the largest indoor tree.

weighed over a ton and a half and

educa­ 
tional institutions—the University 
of Michigan, Michigan State Col­ 
lege and Wayne

moved up in the national rankings 
during the past year. 
The 
status of 
the 
Michigan 
schools was revealed in the an­ 
nual report on full-time and total 
enrollments made by Dr. I\iy- 
mond Walters, president of the 
University of Cincinnati. 
In terms of 
full-time 
enroll­ 
ment, the University of Michigan 
ranks as the fourth largest college 
in the country with an enrollment 
of 17,035. Michigan State College 
is ninth 
with 
12,218 
full-time 
students. 
Last year, Michigan was seventh 
with 18,912 students and MSC was 
tenth with an enrollment of 13,- 
692. No other Michigan institu­ 
tions were listed among the top 
25 colleges. 
General Decline 
In terms of 
total 
enrollment, 
including part-time students, the 
University 
of 
Michigan 
ranks 
eighth with 19,685 students. 
Wayne University is 14th with 
17,384 and MSC is 
20th 
with 
13,837. 
The decline in enrollments, re­ 
flected by the three Michigan in­ 
stitutions, was general 
through­ 
out the country. 
“The decline is 
seriously 
re­ 
ducing the income from tuition 
fees,” Dr. Walters said, “and is 
heightening the effects of infla­ 
tion which now imperil

ANN ARBOR, Mich. — (A*) — 
Michigan today bid a gruff fare­ 
well to an athletic year marked by 
lack of success, falling gate re­ 
ceipts and unfavorable publicity. 
Only Vie Heyliger’s perenially 
powerful hockey club won/a cham­ 
pionship. And only tennis, wrest­ 
ling, hockey and indoor track im­ 
proved on their positions of the 
previous year. Football, basketball, 
swimming, golf, gymnastics, base­ 
ball and outdoor track all slipped 
a place or two in the standings. 
The football team, which under 
Fritz Crisler and present 
Coach 
Bennie Oosterbaan won or shared 
the Western conference champion­ 
ship for four straight years and 
brought home the glory 
of 
two 
Rose 
Bowl 
triumphs, 
finished 
fourth in the Big Ten with a re­ 
cord of four wins and five losses. 
It was the first losing season here 
in 15 years and the ninth in the 
72-year history of Michigan foot­ 
ball. 
Attendance Off 
Football attendance reflected the 
fact, even if only mildly. Ooster- 
baan’s grid squad played before 
614,458 fans, a drop of 79,161 over 
the previous 
season. 
Wolverine 
home games were watched by 
455,039 spectators, compared with 
492,867 the year 
before. 
Road 
games were watched by 159,458 
fans, compared 
with 
the 
1950 
crowd of 200,752, not including a 
Rose Bowl crowd of 98,939. 
On the publicity front, Michi­ 


gan found itself the critical tar­ 
get of its own faculty, with charg­ 
es, among other things, of double 
standards for athletes, 
one-man 
control of athletics and poor re­ 
lations with press, 
alumni 
and 
legislature. 
The first critical blast was level­ 
ed by the faculty of the Literary 
college and was based on an eligi­ 
bility grant to Junior Quarterback 
Ted Topor, a 200-pounder from 
East Chicago, Ind. The spokesman 
for the group. Dean 
Burton 
B. 
Thuma, expressed dissatisfaction 
with the grant and 
accused 
the 
school of fostering double stand­ 
ards for athletes and students. The 
blast came early in the football 
season and prompted a denial from 
Crisler. 
Urge Reform 
At the conclusion of the season, 
retired Literary college dean, Hay­ 
ward Keniston, raised 
his 
voice 
critically and urged Michigan to 
take leadership in a reform of 
collegiate athletics. 
This was followed by the ac­ 
cusations of Mathematics Profes­ 
sor Harry S. Carver, a four-year 
member of the athletic board, con­ 
trol body for Michigan athletics. 
Carver accused Crisler of usurp­ 
ing the right of the faculty to con­ 
trol athletics, setting up one-man 
control and refusing to cooperate 
with Michigan’s huge alumni body. 
Carver also accused the athletic 
department of poor relations with 
the press and the legislature and 


urged that the Michigan Board of 
Regents take corrective steps. 
With the season for criticism for­ 
mally open, others joined the clam­ 
or, including English Professor and 
former Wolverine swimmer, Allan 
Seager, who suggested a ban on 
varsity athletics and conversion of 
the giant Michigan stadium into a 
flower-growing exhibit. 
With the major

football, Michigan’s gridders actu­ 
ally did better than expected, win­ 
ning four of six conference games 
and losing to Illinois and North­ 
western by one touchdown. The 
Wolverines lost to all three non­ 
league opponents, Michigan State, 
Stanford and Cornell. 
1950 Champs 
However, it was a considerable 
drop from the 1950 combine that 
won the Western conference title 
with a 5-3-1 record by virtue of 
a blizzard victory over Ohio State 
and went on to take California 14- 
6 in the Rose Bowl. 
On the bright side, the Michigan 
wrestlers, paced by a game little 
123-pounder, Larry Nelson, posted 
a nearly perfect record, 
marked 
only by a tie with Ohio State in the 
10-match regular season, and plac­ 
ed second to OSU in the Western 
conference meet. In 1950 Michi­ 
gan won eight of IO matches and 
placed third in the Big Ten. 
The 1.951 hockey club improved 
on the previous year, which saw 
Michigan win 23 of 27 games and

“Tonight we have a different 
goal, and a higher hope. 
Despite 
difficulties, 
the free nations of 
the world have drawn together 
solidly for a great purpose: Not 
solely to defend themselves; not 
merely to win a bloody war if it 
should come; but for the purpose 
of creating a real peace— a peace 
that shall be a positive reality and 
not an empty hope; a just and last­ 
ing peace.” 
Fighting Men Misted 
The President spoke in moving 
terms of the men on the Korean 
battlefields this Christmas eve and 
of the loneliness of 
those 
who 
wait for them at home. 
“We miss our boys and girls 
who are out there,” he said. “They 
are protecting us, and all 
free 
men, from aggression. 
They are 
trying to prevent another world 
war. 
We honor them for 
the 
great job they are doing. We pray 
to the Prince of Peace for their 
success and safety.” 
Mr. Truman said the Korean 
conflict is unique in history 
in 
that “the free nations are prov­ 
ing, by deeds, that man is free 
and must remain free, that aggres­ 
sion must end, that nations must 
obey the law.” 
Keep The Faith 
And the free nations will 
re­ 
main strong, he said, so long as 
they keep faith in ultimate peace.

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Freezing Tenderizes 
Beef In M ost Cases 


WASHINGTON — (JP) — U. S. 
Department of Agriculture scien­ 
tists have announced that freezing 
seems to make 
beef 
somewhat 
more tender than unfrozen cuts. 
R. L. Hines and O. G. Hankins of 
the bureau of animal industry re­ 
port that they studied the tender­ 
izing effect of freezing on a vari­ 
ety of representative 
cuts 
from 
veal calves, 500-pound steers, 900- 
pound steers, three year-old bar­ 
ren heifers, and 12 year-old cows. 
In general, they said, natural ten­ 
derness which decreases with age 
of the animal, was increased by 
freezing. 
In these experiments all the beef 


was “aged” at temperatures just 
above freezing. Tenderness was 
measured by a mechanical shear­ 
ing device. After aging, samples 
from the same animals were fro­ 
zen and tested after thawing.
